With biting quip, keen logic and dramatic eloquence, and 
in one of the clearest and finest explanations of the present 
monetary system and its ramifications by which it had suc- 
ceeded in piling up a pyramid of interest-bearing debt which 
never could be paid and which, if the new Central Bank of | 
Canada was allowed to go through in the form proposed by 
the act now being brought down at Ottawa would be per- 
petuated and would fasten a millstone around the necks of 
Canadians yet unborn for generations to come, G. G. Mc- 
Geer, K.C., M.L.A., of Vancouver, held a large audience spell- 
bound in his address at the New Empire theatre on Monday | 
night. 7 | 

“The Money Changers in the Temple” was the subject of 
the address in which he exposed the technique of modern 
banking and voiced a demand that a National Bank of Can- 
ada be established to end the interest monopoly and permit 
the nation to use its own credit for its own peace and pros- 
perity instead of being handed over to private interests for 
personal profit. 


National Credit For State Use 


Mr. McGeer’s address was punctuated throughout with 
burst after burst of applause, but the loudest and longest 
ovation was reserved for the point near the end of his two 
hour oration when he said that if eastern monetary influ- 
ences prove too great for this reform to be permitted at 
this time, then Alberta and British Columbia should join 
together and establish a banking system of their own predic- 
ated on the principle that national credit should be used by 
the state for the state and not handed over to private inter- 
ests for private gain. 

Delayed in arriving at Edmonton through the train on 
which he was travelling being over three hours behind time, 
Mr. McGeer left the train at Edson and completed the re- 
mainder of the journcy to this city in a fast plane of the Kd- 
monton Aero Club with Pilot Kennedy at the controls. The | 
plane had been despatched from here when it appeared as if 
the meeting would have to be postponed. By using the plane 
Mr. McGeer arrived in Edmonton only half an hour behind 
schedule, although if he had continued on the train he would | 
have been nearJy four hours behind time.

WHAT MONEY IS 

“Let us start by drawing attention | 
to what money is, It is a tool of | 
trade people use to buy with. That 
is all it ever was or can be. You 
call a spade a tool to dig with. Be- | 
cause you can fry eggs on a spade, 
or knock somebody's block off with 
it, you do not include in the defini- 
tion all the things a spade can do. 
Thus, you call it a tool to dig with 
Applying the same reasoning to 
money, we call it a tool of trade to 
buy with. 

“If you ‘want to convert money 
into an instrument for the appro- | 
priation of wealth of the nation to 
the service of a comparatively few, 
money is a mysterious and difficult 
thing to define. 

“We live in an age in which we} 
don’t use money of intrinsic value. 
We use a token of currency of no 
intrinsic value and only use it in a 
small percentage of our total tran- 


| sactions. Yes, ws use coppers, bank 


notes and other mediums, but we 


| don't use money of intrinsic value. | 
| We don’t concern ourselves with the 


value of the copper in a copper coin 
or the value of the paper in a dollar 
bill. The value of the paper in a 
dollar bill is as great as it is in a} 
$50 bill. 

“The minting, issue and circula- 
tion of silver coins places the theory 
of redemption in the category of 
theories which died in the 
50 cent | 
coin containing, at today’s 
price. about 12 cents worth of silver, 
contains 50 one cent units. Of these, 
38 one cent units have no value or | 
form. When the government ex- 
changes the 50 cents for materials 
or services, it makes a profit of 38 
cents. The government does not! 
agree to redeem the 50 cents, After

| HOW IT WORKS | 


“All legal tender money issued 
under the authority of government 
can circulate in the same way.

“VELOCITY OF CIRCULATION” 

“The interest-bearing debts of | 
Canada total nine and one-half 
billions of dollars and these have 
been pyramided by the ‘velocity of 
circulation.” 


Mr. McGeer then explained the | 
system of money lending. 
“When a banker makes a loan 


what does he do?” he asked. “What | 
is the actual transaction? | 

“In the old days a money lender 
had to go through the painful oper- 
ation of actually loaning his own 
or his friends’ money. Today that 
system is out of date. Now if you} 
go to a bank and get a loan, you | 
do so by having the banker enter | 
a credit on the books and the only | 
thing actually deposited is the ink 
falling from the pen. 

“Bankers say they have to pay} 
checks against this, But the bank- | 
ers know that the holder of the 
check will mostly just walk in and 
deposit the check in his own name. 
A GREAT RACKET 

“This constitutes one of the most | 
effective rackets ever, as it seems 
to satisfy everybody and makes | 
huge profits for the bankers. 

“By making deposits and calling | 
them loans, the banks substituted 
a credit system for money. By this 
system book-keeping entries are} 
transferred by check to perform 
the functions of money and these 
functions they perform effectively. 

“A total of seven per cent of our 
financial» transactions are carried 
out by money, with the remaining 
93 per cent being carried out by | 
check, in transferring credit.” 

Mr. McGeer then went on to ex- | 
plain that there were three differ- 
ent conceptions of an ideal money. 

One ideal was that of the indivi- 
dual’s conception, which was that 
money would retain a uniformity 
of buying power over a long period, 
with values remaining constant. 

A second ideal was that con- 
ceived by the state, in which money 
took on the added function of cir- | 
culating freely and maintaining the | 
stability of the nation and effec- | 
lively distributing its wealth to 
raise the standard of living. 

The third ideal was that con- | 
ceived by the usurers, the men who 
were money changers These 
bankers and financiers wanted! 
money produced with the least pos- | 
| sible expense to purchase the best 
| possible revenue-producing assets 
and interest-bearing bonds. This 
was the reason why bankers repu- 
diated national currency, he said

In that war period 
bank deposits had piled up more 
money wealth than had been ac- 
cumulated since the dawn of civ- 
ilization.

The bankers took 
government contracts, promises 
to pay and liquidated them by 
transferring them to check 
credits.

NO WORKABLE SUBSTITUTE 
Senator McRae continues to urge that 
Canada retire from the League of Nations, lest 
be drawn into war. He has undertaken 
quite a task to convince the people of Canada | 
they are more likely to get into war as a mem- 
ber-nation of the League than they would be 
if there were no League 

As a substitute for the League as a peace- 
preserver, the Senator proposes that all nations 
discontinue the manufacture and sale of war 
materials, That would not automatically guar- 
antee peace, but it would probably come as near 
doing so as anything could. The difficulty is 
that the nations have not the slightest intention 
of ceasing to make and to sell war materials. 
They are making and selling more of these 
things now than at any time since the great 
war ended. 

And—this is something the Senator should 
call to the attention of his friend the Premier 
the revived demand for munitions has given the 
world the first whiff of anything like prosperity 
that it has known for four years. 

Two things seem to be necessary before the 
Senator's scheme can be more than a fine ideal.

One of the common disorders of men which 
causes a great deal of distress is an inflamma-

gland called the_ prostate 
which in men surrounds the 
neck of the bladder and the 
urethra. This gland is made 
up of three lobes and one or more of these 
lobes may be affected. Prostate disorders lie in 
wait for the man of middle age and only infre- 
quently develop under forty. Those over forty 
who do not follow good habits of living may 
develop an inflammation of the prostate which 
leads to a serious bladder irritation and other 
troubles, 

When the prostate is enlarged or diseased, 
the gland may, by pressure, partly stop the free 
out-flow of the liquid wastes from the bladder 
which have been stored in that organ after 
having left the kidneys. Therefore, many of the 
common signs of an inflammation of the pros- 
tate are related to an interference with getting 
rid of these liquid wastes. For example, the 
emptying of the bladder may be accompanied 
by a painful burning sensation and the patient 
may be annoyed by a strong desire to, empty 
the bladder at frequent intervals. This latter 
symptom is particularly troublesome at night 
as it breaks up the sleep. Another symptom is 
a difficulty in completely emptying the bladder. 

One remarkable feature of this disease 
is the long time !t may remain present and 
the average patient may be bothered from four 
to ten years. 

There are several contributing causes of a 
chronic inflammation of the prostate gland, 
such as wrong diet, constipation, and lack of 
exercise, The patient has generally used an 
excess of those foods producing an acid reaction 
in the body with the result that the kidney 
elimination is over-acid and this highly acid 
waste will serve increase the irritation of 
the bladder. 

In the treatment of any form of prostate 
trouble, it is advisable for the patient to drink 
plenty of watér until about three o'clock in the 
afternoon, The body should be kept warm at 
all times. It is very important to use a non- 
irritating diet which will tend to lessen any 
bladder irritation. Suitable local treatments 
such as massage may also be required to be 
secured in a doctor's office. A helpful home 
treatment which sometimes brings about marked 
relief, at least temporarily, is the use of the 
hot Sitz bath, to be taken for a period of 20 
minutes each time, three times a week. 

If you have a prostrate disorder, above all

do not worry about it, but learn how to over- 
come and remove the irritation which is 
responsible in order that the prostate gland 


may be returned to normal as soon as possible. 
I also advise that a special kind of diathermy 
treatment be used if you can secure these treat- 


ments from a doctor who is experienced in 
giving them, as the heat from the diathermy 
will very often prove extremely helpful in 


relieving a prostate irritation,

ANSWER—Yes, it is possible to have sé¢rious 
heart trouble for years without knowing it 
until you have an acute attack. Endocarditis 
comes on at any age and is often the result of 
some acute fever or some other disease.

Jersey, writes: “My daughter ecighteen has a 
swelling in her hands when awakening. Her 
tonsils are large but not diseased. Sometimes 
she complains of her limbs feeling numb. What 
is causing the trouble?” 

ANSWER—Your daughter may have some 


kind of functional] heart trouble which would 
produce the swelling in her hands and the 
numbness of her limbs. Of course, I cannot 


diagnose her disorder through this column, I 
am only able to make a guess as to the cause.

Weighing Up the Tariff 


By D. C. MACGREGOR 
Lecturer in Public Finance, University of Toronto 


It is admitted by everyone, no 
matter how much opposed to a 
policy of economic isolation for 
Canada, that a high tariff bene- 
fits some capital and some labor 
within the country. Moreover, 
the gains are direct and more or 
less measurable, while the losses 
resulting from such a tariff are 
always indirect and very hard 
to estimate. The purpose of this 
article is to suggest, in a very 
rough way, the relative amounts 
of capital which gain and which 
lose under the present policy of 
economic nationalism, while the 
figures which appear below are 
intended to be of some assistance 
in weighing up the pros and 
cons of the argument 

It is not contended that the 
Canadian protective policy is of | 
itself responsible for all of the J 
creeping paralysis of our foreign 
trade, but rather that the Cana- 
dian propertied classes taken as 
a whole, have little to lose and 
much to gain from a policy of 
offering liberal concessions in the 
negotiation of trade treaties. 
Probably they will benefit more 
than they will suffer, even if 
Canada appears to be getting the 
worst of the bargain.

Actual Profit in Ending 
Unemployment 


By R. T. ELLIOT, K.C 


The most difficult thing in the world is to get people to listen 
to actual facts. Immediately facts are announced theories begin 
to clamor and in the resulting confusion the facts are smoke- 
screened, this is the reason for assuring you that in the succeed- 
ing paragraphs nothing but definite self proving facts wili be 
stated. You will not need to consider any theorists or to go out- 
side the paragraphs themselves. 


The loss in respect of moneys paid out for unemployment 
relief is not a loss of the currency actually used: That currency 
remains in the country goes into circulation. And keeps on 
circulating unless and until it is locked up in a bank as a result 
of currency contraction, 


The actual loss is the failure to add anything to the assets and 
credits of the nation by the labor and producing power of the 
individuals who get the unemployment money. This is a basic 
fact fully proven and one which should be carefully memorized. 


The further basic fact is that every addition to the assets and 
credits of the nation by the labor or producing power of any of 
the individuals receiving unemployment relief and during the 
time such relief is being paid, is a reduction of the loss caused by 
unemployment. " 


The final basic fact is that by bringing about and active use 
of the labor and producing power of every one of the unemployed 
and paying adequate wages and salaries, the loss due to unem- 
ployment will be absolutely removed and there will be an actual 
profit, consisting of the excess in value added to the assets and 
credits of the nation by the labor and producing power of those 
who are turned from being unemployed into active workers, and 
by the circulation in trade of their wage money. 


Remember that the wages and salaries paid to these workers 
are not lost; the money is still in the nation and will get into 
circulation and stay there unless and until frozen up again by 
currency contraction, and this contraction will be practically 
impossible so long as the nation maintains and enforces a vested 
right of earning power with adequate supply of legal tender. 


Remember also that all the assets and credits created by these 
workers will to the extent of value saleable be net profit; some- 
thing brought into existence at no cost to the nation because the 
money used in the process is still here available to finance more 
production. 


There is a safe method of getting the currency into circulation 
and that is by lending money on fair terms as to interest, security, 
and times of repayment, to each of those individuals desirous of 
employing some labor and creating or producing an asset or 


credit, by means of his own and other labor. 

Upwards of one million people in Canada are ready, willing 
and anxious to get work and business’ going. The need is for 
money to pay for the work. The aggregate and the individual 
knowledge of this army of people is greater than any knowledge 
which can ever be acquired by any government board or bureau. 


The credit trustworthiness as a class is equal to that of any 
other similar number of people in the world and the percentage 
of failures will be no greater. 


One yardstick as to the actual first amount of legal tender 
which should be made available is the disclosure that $700,000,000 
in bank credit has been cut down and taken away in the last 
four years. 


By issuing and lending $700,000,000 dollars to active individuals 
at four per cent interest and on reasonable security and reason- 
able times for repayment the nation will bring into existence a 
new revenue of $28,000,000 per year as an insurance against losses, 
and as the total fund will be turned over at least twice per year, 
the addition to the assets and credits of the nation after adequate 
allowance for losses will exceed $1,000,000,000 per year. These are 
facts; not theories. 


There is one question you are justified in asking. That is 
whether or not this method has ever been tried and whether or 
not it has succeeded? Tht answer is that Japan has attained her 
amazing success as a manufacturing and exporting nation by 
proceeding along this line. Space will not permit details, but it 
is an absolute fact that Japan can and does enter into world trade 
on an invincible basis and on a policy of adding to the assets and 
credits of the nation by the adequate issuance and effective dis- 
tribution of Japanese money at home to Japanese commerce with- 
out worrying about exchange fluctuations in that same _ legal 
tender abroad. That is all there is to the Japanese plan. No 
mysterious system; no Douglas plan; no superman; but just recog- 
nition of the truth that the assets and products are the profit 
factor, and that the currency issued by the state is the account- 
ing factor, and that there must be plenty of it available. Adopted 
when it looked like a counsel of despair, this policy has resulted 
in Japan being invited into conference with Great Britain with 
a view to modifying Japan’s success in markets where Great 
Britain is interested. 


Canada has the same opportunity today, but in the blindness 
of special privilege and dollar worship, continues the ruinous loss 
of keeping in existence an army of unemployed, a monopely of 
credit, a starvation in currency, and a universal wiping out of real 
estate values.

Can 
you tell me where I can procure 
the violets to put in my powder?” 
Obviously this little southern gal 
was laboring under the delusion 
that violet powder is powder to 
which fresh violets have been add- 
ed. That's a fallacious belief, of 
course. Yet, lest any of you may be 
harboring the same idea, let me say 
that violet powder is not a mixture 
of powder and violets. It is merely 
}an ordinary face powder of a dis- 
j tinct lavender or violet shade. 
Violet powder is really excellent 
| for giving the skin a delicate, trans- 
| parent appearance. This powder, 
| however, should be used only un- 
| der the artificial lights of even- 
ing. It is too likely to make the 
|face appear garish and obviously 
made-up in the clear, revealing 
{light of day. To use this powder 
| properly, you should mix one- 
fourth of a box of the violet pow- 
| der with three-fourths of a box 
of the powder which you generally 
use. And you should be sure not 
| to use too much of the violet pow- 
| der, else it may give your face a 
somewhat purplish tinge. 
Despite the delicate, luminous 
appearance it gives to the skin, 
| however, violet powder should 
| never be used indiscriminately. 
| There are, you see, certain types 
of individuals that this powder does 
not become at all. Violet powder 
| generally is best for use by blondes 
and red-heads. Girls of this type! 
generally are naturally fair of col- 
oring. The powder, therefore, does 
not break up their natural color 
| harmony, but simple adds a more 
flower-like delicacy to their feat- 
ures. 
Some brunettes, of course, also 
| can use the violet shaded powder

such brunettes as possess very fair

| POINTS IN PICKING 


At market, remember that the 
size of the fruit has little to do with 
quality. Pound for pound, one 
pineapple yields about the same 
percentage of edibility as 
another, Fruit wanted for im-

An even 
golden color denotes full ripening. 
Pulling the leaves from the crown 
is another way to determine ma- 
turity. The leaves should pull 
easily and be white some distance 
from the base. Notice the white- 
ness, particularly, because unless 
you are the first person who has! 
tried to pull out the leaf, several | 
previous tweaks may have loosened 
it and you may be fooled. Never} 
choose fruit that is hard and green 
looking unless it is to be kept for 
several days before using. 
Over-ripe pines are soft and fre-| 
quently have black spots on thelr} 
surface. The black spots indicate | 
“black rot.” which becomes trouble- | 
some with warm weather. This 
blemish usually starts at the base 
of the fruit and is easily apparent.

TWICE OVER A HAZARD 

When the same stream crosses a 
fairway twice, providing two ac- 
tual water hazards, one in front of 
the tee and another in front of the, 
green, what is a player to do who 
finds both of these hazards? This | 
comes from a Western 
Ontario enthusiast who explains 
his difficulty as follows: 

In playing a hole on our course 
we must carry the same stream on 
two different shots. A good tee 
shot carries the stream to the fair- 
way after which the second should 
carry to the green. However, 
when one dubs the first shot and 
under water hazard rules, drops 
his ball behind the spot where it 
entered the hazard, he may and 
frequently does end up in another 
section of the stream which crosses 
back again in front of the green. 
Should he 


drop a ball behind where he had 
crossed the first stream or are these | 
separate haz- 


ards? In neither case can he drop 
and play out of the hazard under 
Rule 27 

This would seem to be a case 
where the committee in charge of 
play on the course should defi- 
nitely instruct its members as to 


their procedure. There is a ruling 


| to the effect thai nothing prevents 


the. same stream or other body 
from being utilized to provide two 
separate hazards between teeing 
ground and putting green of the 
hole. The course authorities might 
well state that in case such as de-| 
scribed there are two separate wa- 
ter hazards, then the problem is 
simplified.

Panama, Chili, Peru, Mexico, Can- 
ada and the Philippine Islands) 
most frequently ask information 
about modern leads. The question 
of which system of bidding to fol- 
low appears to have been settled, by 
realizing that the best system to 
follow is the one best understood by 
yourself and your partner. 

When understood, natural laws | 
are very simple. The old method of 
teaching leads was to give long 
tables of arbitrary leads against no 
trumps, which we will consider 
first, whereas we require only three 
simple rules to cover the entire sub- 
ject, when making opening leads 
from suits of four, five or six cards. 
These original rules of my own are 
given below. 

1, If headed by) A-K-Q, either 
with or without re-entry, lead the 
K. 

2. If headed by four cards higher 
than the 8, but not containing the 
A-K-Q, lead the top of a sequence 
of four cards (K from K-Q-J-10; 
the Q from Q-J-10-9), Lead the top |
